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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 6/26/02 and AliyQA are the 
same. The submission is in compUance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
earlier information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10- 
13 and 26-33 are allowed because the prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest an optical 
transmitter as recited in claim 1. 

Norris (*696) discloses in Figures 1-2 an optical transmitter comprising a header 41; a 
hybrid subassembly 40; a laser 1 1 mounted on the header; a laser driver 45 mounted on the 
hybrid subassembly except for a trench formed between the header and the hybrid subassembly. 
Tonehira et al. ('268) discloses a laser diode and laser driver IC are mounting on separate 
members to provide thermal isolation (paragraph 0003) except the header includes a first 
material at a location adjacent to the laser, and the first pedestal includes a second material at a 
location adjacent to a lower portion of the air trench wherein the second material has a higher 
thermal conductivity than the first material. Therefore, the combination of Norris and Tonehira 
fail to teach the invention.
